The crew succeeded in stopping th« 


flow of water by repairing the break 
from the inside but being without ra- 
dio equipment and without a rudder, 
they were at the mercy of the rising 
gale. 


They had been battling for hours

Stalin allied himselt 'with" Trotsky, but 
when the opportunity to announce "lim- 
i<ed capitalism''" came, he had Trotsky 
shelved and took sole charge of Russia 
himself. 


Communism has failed utterly in Rus- 


sia. 
There is no doubt "o'f"this. Lenine 


a.nd Trotsky imagined that an autocratic 
bureaucracy was democracy and fooled 
themselves in' thinking' 'that they could 


, convince the people that political slavery 
. was freedom. 
Both idolized power, and 


power destroyed them'.' 


"What of Stalin', a smooth, calculating, 


soft-tongued, wheedling politician? Can 
he control the army? If so. he can use 
the communist organization as he pleases. 
He can ingratiate himself with the large 
agricultural element- 
He can build up 


industry. As he popularizes himself and 
wields more power. C9mmunism will give 
way to personal aggrandizement. 
Then 


what will happen?. . . 


- Russia may become a republic proper 


or a constitutional monarchy. The long- 
expected change is begun, perhaps it is 


' under way. 
As far as the people are 
con- 


cerned, they dw not caxe much what form 
of government it is. 
They want pros- 


• perity. an opportunity to make money and 
»'advance themselves, and the right to en- 


joy liberty as they understand-liberty. 
It may be that even now a great political 
and economic revolution is going forward 
in Russia.

They do not need legal counsel. 


They can just tell committees the truth 
and fact. Mr. Albert S. Fall, fornter sec- 
retary of the interior, for example should 
require no lawyer. 


The senate committee has so far 


learned that private corporations have 
profited immensely from the leases ob- 
tained from the government. It cannot 
be denied that the people have the right 
to learn how much money the public cor- 
poration lost. 
The way to learn is not 


to permit lawyers to obstruct congres- 
sional inquiries.

the like, means "worms" and proceed to ply the un- 
happy child with real or spurious "worm medicine." 


Xo one in competent to form an opinion whether 


an ailing child is infested with worms, save the 
doctor attending the child. ICot even a doctor can. 
diagnose worm infestation unless he finds some 
worms or their microscopic eggs in the intestinal 
excretions. Most of the spurious "worm remedies" 
would not bother the worms if worms were present, 
further 
t h a n 
other 
ordinary-physics do. All 


of the real worm remedies, the vermifuges, are a 
little risky to trifle with'and should be administered 
only under the direction of the physician. Poison- 
ing has occurred in many instances when incom- 
petent persons have given ailing children such medi- 
cines, convulsions, blindness, even death. 


Children become infested with these parasites, not 


from eating too much candy, sugar or sweets, but 
by ingesting the eggs_ of the worms, which reach 
their mouths by various routes from the ground or 
water polluted by the intestinal excretions of other 
persons -who haibor the worms. 
Or they reinfeet 


themselves by carrying the eggs on their soiled 
fingers directly to their mouths.

parishioners that God has a greater 
end more weighty controversy with 
,them than the people have among 
themselves.

B-ovei-nments and the greedy fighting 
for. spoils. 
, .^ 
"A controversy is 
often 
a 
good 


thing," Dr. Peabody said. "The Ix>rd 
hath * controversy with his people 
today, over some, matters of'tremend- 
ous importance. 
The controversy 


that the Fundamentalists 
are 
now- 


waging- with the Modernists is perhaps 
not to be regretted. It will help clear 
the air of theological fog. It certain- 
ly shows that the 
Fundamentalists
